In thl earliest 
da;, of the <■:.!;>[■. j . on. Nichola* In. 
tijck held the pn*t of Suptrintendtrit of 
Convict,;, and after Irving the OoTern- 
ment for many ye am in that capacity, re- 
tired wiih a pen.ion nnd two hundred 
and ten Be re. of land, whereon he hiiilt 
himKelf a honne and nlumcd an orchdH, 
calling the jilace Hurreti Kaim, afler 
hi* natiec town tn Ireland. Upon 
th!> farm he took up hin abode, 
lie wat married, hut not, in all probabi- 
lity, until late in life, for he had no tegi.

We are convinced, indeed, that Ih* 
decision arrived at in in aecnrtbnce with 
sulmtanliiil ju"lire. The conveyance lo 
KoL'iiFOHD wibStirnl impeached upun the 
Kruund ihut ulJ lltvisi; was so tho- 
roughly iinbeeili. in hit Litter years as to 
be incapable of even executing such a 
conveyance, much h is of undcrsitindinir 
it. This, however, was so completely 
refuted, that nothing remained but a di- 
rect chirge of fortyry, and the plea of 
Kur il ruin's civil bondage. The evi- 
dence in support of the former wan weak 
and doubtful, the prohahililics airain«t it 
strong and palpahlc. Aa to the oilier 
point, it was ahowu beyond question, that 
although HocHFiian was really a convict, 
he. in common with many cithers, was 
aarTered by the lai discipline 
of those day* lo assume th* 
character and .landing of a free man, 
and to oecnpy a position of soch apparent 
respectability and influence that but few 
could have he-en acquainted with the 
actual relationship in which he stood 
toward, the Government.
